(SBU)  Category  1 Ike  leaves  heavy  rains  and  flooding 
in  Cuba: 

--  Ike  is  likely  to  re-strengthen  before  making  landfall 
September  13  along  the  Texas  coast.  (MG/National 

Hurricane  Center  telcon) 

— The  storm  has  displaced  approximately  two  million 
Cubans  and  Havana  continues  to  experience  heavy  winds  and 
rain.  Power  is  out  in  the  capital.  Dams  are  reportedly 

at  95  percent  capacity,  and  flooding  is  a major  concern.

Mexico  City  recommended  to  the  government  of  Mexico  that 
the  vessels  seek  harbor  in  Mexico,  south  of  the 
hurricane's  path.  ConGen  Matamoros  is  standing  up  a 
weekend  Task  Force  to  coordinate  communication.

--  Two  DART  members  remain  in  Gonaives  to  coordinate  U.S. 
shipments  from  Port-au-Prince  and  to  support  the 
government's  disaster  relief  efforts.  OFDA  is  activating 

a Response  Management  Team  in  Washington  September  11  to 
coordinate  humanitarian  response  efforts.  (Ops/USAID  e- 

mail ) 

--  Damaged  roads,  blocked  or  collapsed  bridges,  and 
flooded  rivers  continue  to  hamper  relief  efforts  within 
Gonaives.  The  hospital  is  now  functioning  following  a 
fuel  delivery.

--  USS  Kearsarge  helicopters  are  scheduled  to  airlift 
approximately  85  metric  tons  of  food  and  drinking  water  to 
Gonaives  and  Les  Cayes.
